Elba, Alabama 
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John D. Rockefeller, Oil 
King And Philanthropist, 
Dies At Age Of Nearly 98 


ORMOND BBACH, Fla,, May 24, 

John D, Rockefeller, Sr,, found» 
e: of the world’s greatest “dollar 
dynasty,” lay stilled in death to- 
day—just 26 months short of his 
cherished desire to live to be 100, 
He would have been 98 July 8. 

The aged capitalist died Sunday 
morning at his Winter home, “The 
Casements,” drifting peacefully off 
to his final sleep after complain- 
ing he felt “very tired,” 

His physician attributed death 
to hardening of the heart muscles, 

The nonagenarian Croesus, who 
rose from a $4.50 a week clerk to 
the mastership of a fortune esti- 
mated as high as $2,400,000,000, 
died comparatively a “poor man,” 

Long azo, since his retirement 
from active business at 57, he had 
turned the bulk of his fabulous 
riches over to his only son, John 
D., Jv, or spread-eagled it in phi- 
lanthropic endowments, 

In his lifetime he had given 
away the amazing sum of over Aa 
half billion dollars. 

The body will be taken to the 
Rockefeller home in Pocantico 
Hills, N. Y., where a simple pri- 
vate funeral will be held Wednes- 
day. Burial will follow Thursday 
in Cleveland, where in 1855 he 
trudged the streets for six weeks 
before he landed his first job as 
a bookkeeper's assistant, 


The death of John D, Rocke- 
feller, Sr., Sunday at his Ormond 
Beach, Fla., estate brought state- 
ments of regret, coupled with 
praise for his philanthropy from 
many walks of life. 

President Robert M, Hutchins, 
of the University of Chicago, 
which Mr, Rockefeller founded, 
said it was “impossible t6 over- 
estimate the indebtedness of Amer- 
ica and of mankind for such no- 
ble service to education and the 
research for truth.” 

Referring to contributions from 
the philanthropist and his family 
totaling $78,448,407, Dr. Hutchins 
added: 

“This alone would give him a 
unique position among the world’s 
philanthropists. But what is al- 
most as remarkable, he refused to 
permit the University to bear his 
name, and he never interfered, di- 
rectly or indirectly, with the 
trustees’ freedom of action or the 


faculty's freedom of thought and| 


teachings,” 

Harold H, Swift, president of 
the board of trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, commented: 

“Mr. Rockefeller established a 
new conception of the social re- 
sponsibilities of great wealth, He 
used his fortune with imagination 
and intelligence as a means of 
accomplishing the pnetterment of 
the world,” 

Edward G, Seibert, president of 
the Standard Oil Company of In- 
diana, said Rockefeller “worked 
miracles in the use of wealth in 
the service of mankind, He leaves 
the world a far better place in 
which to live than it was when 
he entered it,” 

Speaker Bankhead, of the U. S. 
House of Representatives, said: 

“The people of the United States 
and the entire world mourn the 
loss of John D. Rockefeller, the 
greatest philanthropist of all time. 

“His gifts for education and con- 
tributions for medical research 
cannot be measured in dollars and 
cents. Life expectanc; has been 
greatly increased by stamping out 
preventable diseases and improving 
sanitation as a result of his brain- 
child, the Rockefeller Foundation,
